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imndred dollars nor less than ten dollars, or by both fine and 
imprisonment.

CHAPTER 154. 
AN ACT to amend subsection (1) of section 38.01 of the statutes, 

relating to the state board of education. 
The people of the !date of Wisconsin, represented in S'enatc and 

Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection (1) of section 38.01 of the statutes 

is amended to read: (38.01) (1) There is hereby created a sate 
board of education to consist of * * * ten members. The 
governor, and the state superintendent of public instruction 
shall be ex officio members of said board. * * * The gov-
ernor shall appoint five members of said board, one of whom 
shall be a woman. The appointive members shall be confirmed 
by the senate, except that vacancies filled when the legislature 
is not in session shall be in force without confirmation until the 
legislature meets. One person shall be appointed by the board 
.of regents of the university of Wisconsin, * * * one person 
shall be appointed by the board of regents of the normal schools 
and one person shall be appointed by the state board of voca-
tional education to be members of said board. The persons ap-
pointed by the regents of the university, * * * the regents 
.of the normal schools and the state board of vocational education 
shall be from the appointive membership of the board of 
regents of the university, * * the regen+s of the 
normal schools and the state board of vocational education 
respectively. The persons appointed by the board of regents 
.of the university, * * the board of regents of the normal 
schools and the state board of vocational education shall be full 
=embers of said board.
